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Remarks 

With this response, Applicants have amended claims 3, 4, 6, and 7 and adds new claims 
9-21. Thus, claims 1-21 are presently pending. Consideration and allowance of each of these 
claims is respectfully requested. 

1. Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 102(b) 
Claim 1 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected independent claim 1 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Heinonen et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,887,266 in view of 
Beaudou, U.S. Patent No. 6,671,522. 

It is respectfully requested that claim 1 be allowed without amendment because the 
combination of Heinonen and Beaudou fails to disclose, teach or suggest the claimed invention. 
For example, the combination produced by Heinonen and Beaudou lacks messages sent by the 
detachable microcircuit, e.g. SIM card, being distributed between a module and terminal, as is 
required by claim 1. The card controlled mobile station 1 of Heinonen is not a communications 
module as the SIM 19 is part of module card 13, not the mobile station 1. Beaudou completely 
lacks a communications module. 

In addition, neither one of these references disclose, teach or suggest distributing 
messages sent by the detachable microcircuit between the module and terminal, much less doing 
so to limit module-terminal connection communications, all of which is required by claim 1 . For 
example, as expressly noted by the Examiner, Heinonen fails to disclose, teach or suggest 
distributing messages from the detachable microcircuit between the module and terminal in such 
a manner. Beadou does nothing to remedy this because messages from the SIM 4 in Beadou are 
not distrubited between the terminal 3 and any module as Beadou lacks any such module. 
Instead, commands are communicated directly between the SIM 4 and the terminal 3 in Beadou. 
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In addition, Heinonen fails to disclose, teach or suggest a communications module and 
terminal in accordance with that recited in claim 1 . While Heinonen discloses a SIM module 19 
received in a module card 13 that is received in a mobile station 1, the claimed invention only 
recites a communications module, e.g., communications module 101 of Fig. 1, which includes a 
detachable microcircuit, e.g., a SIM toolkit card 1 13. Thus, the claimed invention utilizes only 
two components, namely the communications module and detachable microcircuit, to 
accomplish the same thing that Heinonen requires three components, namely (1) SIM module 19, 
(2) module card 13, and (3) mobile station 1. 

Beaudou is also similarly deficient. More specifically, Beaudou fails to disclose, teach or 
suggest a communications module of any kind as the GSM type radio communications system 1 
disclosed in Beadou only has a mobile station 2 in which a SIM 4 and terminal 3 are located. 
There is no module that connects the SIM 4 and terminal 3. Indeed, the SIM 4 is directly 
connected to terminal 3 in Beaudou. 

For at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 1 is presented in condition for 
allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claims 2, 5 and 6 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected dependent claims 2, 5 and 6 under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Heinonen et al, U.S. Patent No. 5,887,266 in view of 
Beaudou, U.S. Patent No. 6,671,522. 

Dependent claims 2, 5 and 6 are believed presented in condition for allowance for the 
same reasons set forth in support of allowability of claim 1. As such, allowance of each of these 
claims is respectfully requested. 

Claims 3 and 4 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected dependent claims 3 and 4 under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Beaudou, U.S. Patent No. 6,671,522 in view of Ritter, 
U.S. Patent No. 6,085,099. 
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Dependent claims 3 and 4 are believed presented in condition for allowance for the same 
reasons set forth in support of allowability of claim 1. As such, allowance of each of these 
claims is respectfully requested. In addition, neither Beaudou nor Ritter, alone or in combination 
with each other, disclose teach or suggest the communications module filtering the messages in 
the manner required by each of amended claims 3 and 4. For at least this further reason, 
dependent claims 3 and 4 are believed presented in condition for allowance and their allowance 
is respectfully requested. 

Claims 7 and 8 

In the Office Action, the Examiner has rejected dependent claims 3 and 4 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Heinonen in view of Ritter. 

As amended, independent claim 7 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance 
over the combination of Heinonen and Ritter. For example, neither Heinonen nor Ritter, alone or 
in combination with each other, disclose "means to limit the communications on a module- 
terminal connection and to limit an activity related to a processing of a message of a 
microprocessor of the terminal" as is recited in independent claim 7. As such, allowance of claim 
7 is respectfully requested. 

Dependent claim 8 is believed presented in condition for allowance for the same reasons 
set forth in support of allowability of independent claim 7. As such, allowance of claim 8 is 
respectfully requested. 

2. Newly Presented Claims 

Independent claim 9 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance and its 
allowance is respectfully requested. For example, none of Heinonen, Beaudou and Ritter, alone 
or in combination there with, disclose, teach or suggest a communications module equipped with 
a processor, memory, antenna that communicates wirelessly with a telecommunications network, 
and link that connects the module to a terminal that can be a data terminal, such as a personal 
digital assistant, with the communications module detachably receiving a detachable microcircuit 
that is configured to facilitate the terminal communicating with the telecommunications network 
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via the communications module. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 9 
is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 10 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. More specifically, 
none of the aforementioned references, alone or in combination there with, disclose, teach or 
suggest the communications device of claim 9 that additionally includes the terminal being a 
personal digital assistant, the communications module connected to the terminal by a PCMCIA 
link, and the detachable microcircuit comprising a SIM. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it 
is believed that claim 10 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully 
requested. 

Claim 1 1 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. For example, none 
of the aforementioned references discloses, teaches, or suggests a SIM toolkit card. For at least 
this reason, it is believed that claim 1 1 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance 
is respectfully requested. 

Claim 12 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. More specifically, 
none of the aforementioned references, alone or in combination there with, disclose, teach or 
suggest the communications device of claim 9 that additionally includes the terminal being a 
personal digital assistant, the link being a wireless link, and the detachable microcircuit being a 
SIM. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 12 is presented in condition 
for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 13 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. For example, none 
of the aforementioned references discloses, teaches, or suggests a Bluetooth wireless link. For at 
least this reason, it is believed that claim 13 is presented in condition for allowance and its 
allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 14 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. For example, none 
of the aforementioned references discloses, teaches, or suggests a SIM toolkit card. For at least 
this reason, it is believed that claim 14 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance 
is respectfully requested. 
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Independent claim 1 5 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance and its 
allowance is respectfully requested. For example, none of Heinonen, Beaudou and Ritter, alone 
or in combination therewith, disclose a communications system that includes a terminal, such as 
a data terminal, like a personal digital assistant, that is connected by a link to a communications 
module that has a processor, memory, and antenna for wireless communication with a 
telecommunications network, and a detachable microcircuit detachably attached to the 
communications module that is configured to enable the terminal to communicate with the 
telecommunications network to manage e-mail, access the Internet, or access a subscription 
service. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 15 is presented in condition 
for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 16 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance. For example, none of 
the aforementioned references, alone or in combination, disclose, teach or suggest the system of 
claim 15 where the terminal memory holds a detachable microcircuit instruction set, and the 
memory of the communications module holds detachable microcircuit instruction codes. 
Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 16 is presented in condition for 
allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 17 is also believed to be presented in condition for allowance. For example, none 
of the aforementioned references, alone or in combination, disclose, teach or suggest the system 
of claim 16 where the detachable microcircuit includes a processor and memory that holds 
instruction codes for the processor. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that claim 
17 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 18 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance for at least the same 
reasons that claim 17 is believed to be allowable. Therefore, for at least this reason, it is believed 
that claim 18 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 19 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance because, for example, 
none of the aforementioned references, alone or in combination, disclose, teach or suggest a 
communications system that employs a SIM toolkit card. Therefore, for at least this reason, it is 
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believed that claim 19 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully 
requested. 

Independent claim 20 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance and its 
allowance is respectfully requested. For example, none of Heinonen, Beaudou and Ritter, alone 
or in combination therewith, disclose a communications system that includes a personal digital 
assistant that includes a memory that holds SIM message instructions, a communications module 
as defined in claim 20 that communicates with a cellular telecommunications network and that 
includes a link that connects the module to the personal digital assistant, and a SIM connected to 
the communications module that is configured to enable the personal digital assistant to 
communicate with the cellular telecommunications network to manage e-mail, navigate the 
Internet, or access a subscription service. Therefore, for at least these reasons, it is believed that 
claim 20 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully requested. 

Claim 21 is believed to be presented in condition for allowance because, for example, 
none of the aforementioned references, alone or in combination, disclose, teach or suggest a 
communications system that employs a SIM toolkit card. Therefore, for at least this reason, it is 
believed that claim 21 is presented in condition for allowance and its allowance is respectfully 
requested.
